The National! Board of Fire Un- 


derwriters committee on fire pre- 
vention and engineering standards 
has published in pamphlet form a 
report of the city of Elyria, pass- 
ing freely on what they found and 
recommending 
what 
should be 


done to improve things in the fire 
department and the water 
works 


department. 
The report is a voluminous one 


stating that the water works sjs- 
tem was started in 1878 when wa- 
ter was secured 
from the river, 


and the system was abandoned in 
1904 
when the firs£ supply came 


from Lake Erie A survey has been 
made by the committee who went 
to the water works pumping sta- 
tion and inspected the apparatus. 
The report describes the machinery 
equipment, construction, hazards 
and force mams They state that 
the average daily consumption of 
water m this city in 1922 was 3.- 
063,700 gallons- for an estimated 
population of 25,300, or an aver- 
age of 121 gallons a day per capi- 
ta There are 6,101 services all 
metered. On April 1st, 1923 there 
were 414 puiblic fire hydrants m 
. service. The department after go- 
1 mg over the system makes the fol- 
lowing conclusions:

Resources of American 


Federation 
of 
Labor 


Given in Movement 


CLEVELAND, July 11.—Backed 


by all the resources of the Ameri- 
can Federation of Labor, a move- 
ment got under way here today to 
organize the steel workers of the 
United States, and reinforce the 
ranks of union workmen with the 
immense number of workers who 
earn their dally 
wage 
in 
the 


country's steel mills. 


Gompers Backs Move 


News of the plan, which has the 


backing of Samuel Gompers, veter- 
an president of the American Fed- 
eraton of Labor, followed closely 
upon the recent announcement of 
Elbert H. Gary, chairman of 
the 
board of the United States 
Steel 


Corporation, that he favored aban- 
donment of the present twelve hour 
day in the steel industry "as soon 
as a labor surplus made such a 
move practicable." 


The drive to organize the vast 


army of unorganized workmen will 
be conducted from three headquar- 
ters, Chicago, the center of 
the 
steel industry in the west, and 
Bethlehem, Pa, where the prin- 
cipal plants of the Bethlehem Steel 
Corporation, are located, will be 
other centers of activity it 
was 


learned. 
J. E. McCadden, district 
secre- 
tary for national and international 
organization of the steel industry, 
in making the announcement, was 
extremely reticent, bu<t 
indicated 
that, unlike the abortive steel strike 
of 1919, which ended in disaster, 
[the present movement would have 
{the unqualified support of all la- 
bor leaders. 
Leaders in the field of organiz- 


ed labor accepted the recent state- 
ment" of Judge _Gary with, .reoeint±, 
ment. 
Declarations were made 
here that the announcement was 
not made in good faith, and that 
there were plenty of men available 
to replace present

WHY LIMIT THE AGITATION 


Our esteemed contemporary, the Cleveland "Plain 


Dealer," is keeping an agitation up concerning the ne- 
cessity for a safe and sane Fourth. It is calling atten- 
tion to the deaths due to fireworks explosions and is al- 
so calling tie attention of the public to the fact that a 
bfll was introduced into both houses which would hare 
tended to correct this evil, but owing to the activities of 
a lobby composed of spokesmen for fireworks manufac- 
ture, the bill failed to get a chance for a vote in the Sen- 
ate as it did also in the House. 


We do not blame the ''Plain Dealer'' at all for call- 


ing attention to this condition in relation to this one 
bill. They are amply justified in so dong. But why 
did they confine it to the fireworks as far as their criti- 
cism of the legislature was concerned. There were prob- 
ably no fewer than twenty or twenty-five flagrant cases 
wherfc the special interests were protected to the detri- 
ment of the people by the political organization either 
in the House or Senate or both. 


Human life seemed of little value. Rights seem to 


be little considered. Nothing is of supreme importance 
as compared with the desires and the interests of those 
who make it possible for some of these representatives 
to conduct their political campaign or who contribute to 
the campaign .fund of the politicians who are sponsors 
of these representatives.

We are for adequate legislation that will protect 


our children. But we are thoroughly convinced that 
service rendered toward getting members of the Legis-
